To His Excellency John A. Johnson, Governor of Minnesota : 

Sir : — In compliance with the law, I have the honor to herewith 
transmit my annual report, showing the financial transactions of the 
Treasury Department of the State of Minnesota for the fiscal year 
ending July 31, 1905, and the condition of the Treasury at the close 
of such period. 

A comparison with former reports shows that the financial 
transactions of the State increase in volume year by year, keeping 
pace with the growth and development of this great commonwealth. 
This is true not only of the receipts and disbursements of the cur- 
rent funds, but also in greater measure of the increase in the 
amount and holdings of the permanent trust funds. 

A significant feature of this is the amount of loans from the 
permanent school fund to our municipalities — school districts, town- 
ships and counties — for the building of school houses and other 
public buildings, for drainage, and for making other needed im- 
provements. At the close of the fiscal year ending July 31, 1901, 
these loans aggregated $1,543,018.32; while as appears by the pres- 
ent report, these loans have nearly doubled in the last four years, 
now reaching a total of $2,890,198.27. This class of securities is 
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very desirable and is eagerly sought by bond brokers and investors, 
who usually charge 5 or 6 per cent interest, while the State makes 
the loan, with but few exceptions, at 4 per cent. In my opinion no 
better investment could be made of these permanent trust funds 
than by loaning them to our own municipalities. In addition to this 
class of securities, the permanent school fund holds nearly five and 
a half million dollars in bonds of other states, many of which draw 
only 3 per cent interest. I believe that the best interests of our own 
people demand that the State dispose of some of these outside 
bonds, in quantities sufficient to meet the demands for loans from 
our own municipalities, at a better rate of interest. . A precedent 
for such action is found in the sale by the State Board of Invest- 
ment of Alabama bonds, aggregating some $494,000.00 Aug. 31, 1904, 
for the purpose of buying Capitol Commission Certificates. 

The State of Massachusetts goes into the market and borrows 
money on its own state bonds, in order to loan the proceeds to its 
municipalities for local improvements, thereby securing to the latter 
a lower rate of interest than they could otherwise obtain. Fortu- 
nately our State's great wealth and large holdings of valuable lands 
makes it unnecessary to put any such plan into operation, but it 
does seem to me that our own school districts and other municipal- 
ities should have first call on the revenue derived from these sources. 

During the greater part of the fiscal year ending July 31, 1905, 
the demand of local municipalities for loans from our available per- 
manent funds was far in excess of the receipts accruing to said 
funds. Experience leads us to believe that if our own municipalities 
were reasonably certain of being able to secure state money when 
they desire to borrow, the volume of applications for loans would 
be materially increased. I have now under consideration a recom- 
mendation to the State Board of Investment to dispose of as much 
of our holdings in these low interest bearing securities of other 
states as the Board may deem necessary to care for the needs of 
our own municipalities. 

In the past four years the proportion of loans to Minnesota 
municipalities to the moneys received into these funds, has greatly 
increased over any previous corresponding period. The law author- 
izing a greater latitude for investment no doubt accounts in a meas- 
ure for part of this Increase, but nevertheless the fact that these 
f ^mds are loaned to our municipalities at a lower rate of interest than 
they can secure from outside investors, creates an element, of com- 
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petition for this business and tends to a general reduction of in- 
terest. 

For the first time in many years the fiscal year closes with a 
deficit in the Revenue fund, amounting to $444,625.45. This deficit 
in a measure is due to appropriations made by the last legislature, 
which became available immediately. These extraordinary appro- 
priations aggregated approximately $600,000, of which $431,866.47 
was paid out before the close of the fiscal year. 

• By act of the last legislature the State Treasurer has becon-.e 
treasurer of a number of departments of state not include'^ in pre- 
vious acts. The State Treasurer is now paymaster and treasurer 
of the following institutions and departments: State University, 
State Normal .Schools, State Hospitals and Asylums, State Schools 
for the Deaf, Blind and Feeble Minded, State Public School, State 
Training School, State Reformatory, State Prison, Board of Con- 
trol, State Sanitarium for Consumptives, Soldiers* Home, Soldiers' 
Relief Board, Grain Inspection Department, Oil Inspection De- 
part'Vient, Live Stock Sanitary Board, Capital Maintenance Fund, 
Game and Fish Commission and the State Aid for Fire Depart- 
ments. All disbursements from these accounts are now made direct 
by check from this department. It entails a large volume of work, 
but is good business method and provides a record and receipt for 
every individual item and payment. 

In conclusion, T desire to thank my entire official family for 
the able and faithful performance of their duties.
